Paradox of John Calvin. 

At the Universalist services in Cum- 
nock Hall yesterday Rev. C. Ellwood 
Nash, D. D., spoke of the contrast be- 
tween Calvin and Calvinism in the es- 
timate of our age. He said, in part: 

“The paradox we note consists in this 
that, whereas, many if not most of 
what are commonly deem the dis- 
motive theologica) teachings of al- 
vin are repudiated by both the reason 
and the conscien of our time, the 
memory of the n grows more illus- 
trious with Lach passing generation. 

“This ia partly due to the exalted 
moral character of Calvin, the pastor, 
the patriot, the reformer and educa- 
tor; partly to the fact that his best in
